Startling Tacts w1?h regard to the 
effects of Prohibition on tha sobriety 
of tha community, aa well as interest¬ 
ing information concerning the en¬ 
forcement of law In Victoria, appear 
In the annual, report of Chief of Po¬ 
lice John M. Langley, which ha* been 

? handed to tha Mayor and the Police ]

-T c»ne of the moat remarkable atate- 
menta contained In the Chief* report 
is to the effect that In 1914 there were 
1ST drunken person* arrested, while in j 
1918 only ten case* of drunkenn***. 
were before the Court. 

The return* of the Police Court In 
fines, uyo the report were largely af¬ 
fected by the prosecution* under the 
Prohibition- Act. The fine* for the 
year amounted to fl 1.280.89. a* against 
14.482 48 in 1817. The Increase of 
$2,788.08 is, In the opinion of the Chief, 
largely a result of proceedings under 
the Act. which resulted in $4,128 be¬ 
ing levied aa fine* It Is interesting 
to note that, though tha city gained 
$4,128 through such fine*, it hg* lost 
annually $ 21 , 000 , formerly the revenue 
from hotel licenses Altogether, in 
spite of the Ingenious methods em¬ 
ployed by liquor offenders, sixty-une 
whiten and eight Chtneae were con¬ 
victed in this connection. . 

In describing the conditions of the 
police force, the Chief etates that the 
total ntrengtll is shown aa forty-Ova 
men. which number in greatly below 
normal. Addition*, however, it Is 
stated, are being made as the need 
arises, and in two member* who served 1 
at the front have rejoined. 

The record for lllneas among police 
officers shows a total of 480 days, 
which tlje Chief doe* not consider ex¬ 
cessive in view of the Influenxa epi¬ 
demic. , 

No additions to the Gamewell sys-. 
tern of police alarm* have beep made 
since 1914. but It ha* now become nec¬ 
essary, in the opinion of the Chief, to 
make certain repairs and renewal*. 

The Chief recommend* the placing 
of spot-light* In the middle of the 
■treet at nine of the busiest intersec¬ 
tions in the city, so that at night 
car*, as in many cities, may be guided 
la the proper course and prevented 
from cutting corners, ItTHiis connec¬ 
tion it is pointed out that automobile

the track to be used for the auto meet. 
It appears, however, that there was a 
misunderstanding at the City Hall and 
the letter written by the military auth¬ 
orities. it is discovered, was written 
following receipt by them of a letter 
from Alderman Hangster, who i* also 
secretary of the B. C. Agricultural So¬ 
ciety dated February 9. in which he 
stated that "the executive of tha B. G.

It. is stated, however, that the Mayor 
and Council were also dealing with the 
matter, and while Mayor Porter placed

Favor* Federation. . 

A strong speech In favor of federa¬ 
tion wae. delivered by George Buahby 
Mr. Buahby pointed out that Ihe Unity 
of effort thus effected would Increase 
the work and results achieved by the 
individual bodiea. but at life same 
time it was necessary that these or¬ 
ganisations should preserve -their 
autonomy. The beginning of the war, 
which taught the vital need of concen¬ 
tration, saw the formation of many so¬ 
cieties in a hurried manner, but now, 
aaid the speaker, they must be put on 
a pennanent basis with an established 
policy. 

The formation of one body to earn" 
on the great work which remained to 
be done, continued Hr Bushby. would 
conserve energy, avoid overlapping 
and would efficiently gather, tabulate 
and record valuable information. In 
thla way relief would be distributed 
through the ridht channel and to the 
right parties. The work, however, would 
be allocated to'the different organisa¬ 
tions composing the larger body, no 
that each one could continue Its efforts 
along the lines in which It had been 
trained during the war. 

No t only I n. dis tributing aid, the 
sp eaker rod. would Ihe federated or¬ 


ganisation be roost effective, but it 
would be -useful, for instance, la light- 
lug epidemics. 

The orgafiisatlon must be beaded by 
responsible persons, and the public 
muat be educated to giving only 
through societies. In conclusion, the
